oners (langhtor and Thnnk God you were 
not.) 
Why do you hold theso reunions— 


are they to advertise your wounds and 
snlleringay There are good reasons for 
these meetings. They ore praiBO-worthy 
and honorable. Men say we are ex-pris- 
oners, Why? Because our brave boys, 
some of whom are now in this audience, 
wore made the victims ot the dev- 
elish

by

federates, 
when 
they 
found 
they 


could not whip the north by , shool- 
ing, and so they commenced to wickedly 
and shamefully nnd brutally and murder- 
ously treat Union prisoners. They were 
made the instruments of hate nnd spite 
and torture by the Babels, nnd that's why 
these few survivors are here to-night. 
They have a right to organize. They are 
ditlereut from nil other ex-prisoners ever 
heard of in nil history. Here the General 
gave ft description of Andersonville, the 
vile stockade on a hillside in Georgia, be- 
gun in January, 1804, nnd finished in 
February, it pou 1D10 feet long nnd 760 
foot wide. Across one end of this enclo- 
sure withouta roof, ran, or rnthor crept, a 
sluggish stronm, live feet wide nnd six 
inches deep, nnd around the pen were 
etntionod B2 armed sentinels who killed 
uo less than !JOO famishing prisoners who 
reached across the dead-line to get a sup 
of fresh water. In this pen up to May 1, 
'64 were placed 12,400 Union prisoners, 
and up to August of that year there were 
imprisoned STj.OOO, and nil these men wore 


a part in the struggle for national unity 
should b« placed upon the government 
pension rolli. 
Tho association then proceeded to tho

more; 110 popper, no salt, uo sauce, no 
cream, uo popper-sauce, uo tea, no butter, 
uo oloomargorino—no nothing. During 
tho war the Federals captured, all told, 
22'2,l)IK) llobols and held them as prison- 
ers and treated them decently. The Ueb- 
ols captured 120,000 Union prisoners. 
Only one in every 6% of the Uobol pris- 
oners died in our cnatody, and most of 
those from wounds received in battle. 
15nt history also shows that one in every 
three of tho Federal prisoners died in 
Rebel pens, und iu Audprsonville it is a 
matter of record that 8 died an hour. The 
dead woro hauled away in wagons and 
buried iu| ditches without coillns—gone 
into the ground with no mark above tho 
mound to to.l who had boon interred. 
More Union prisoners died iu llebol pens 
and now fill unnmrkod graves than there 
wore Kobols who died in Federal piisons, 
and 5,()00 more. The General also de- 
scribed a few of tho punishments visited 
upon Union prisoners, and as thoy wore 
told veterans in tho audience endorsed all 
that was fluid by nods and words of ap- 
proval.

3oulJ not whip the north by shoot- 
ng, and BO they commenced to wickedly 
md shamotully and brutally and murder- 
ously treat Union prisoners. They were 
made the instruments ot hdte and spite 
md torture by the Hebels, and that's why 
lieso few survivors are here to-night. 
.'hey have a right to organize. They are 
lill'erent from all other ex-prisoners ever 
leard of in all history. Here the General 
govo a description ot Andersonville, the 
vile stockade on a hillside in Georgia, be- 
•uu in January, 1804, and finished in 
febrnnry, a pen 1(310 feet long and 760 
cot wide. Across one end of this onolo- 
Hre withouta roof, ran, or rather orepr, a 
biggish stream, live feet wide and six 
ncbes deep, and around tho pen were 
tationed 52 armed sentinels who killed 
no less tlmn 300 famishing prisoners who 
cached across the dead-line to got a sup 
)f fresh water, In this pea up to May 1, 
W were placed 1'2,400 Union prisoners, 
nd up to August of that year there were 
mprisoned U5,000, nud all these men wore 
orturod for 18 long months to put down 
he war. Think of the rations given the 
irisonors nt Audersonvillo and Bella Isle 
ind SnulBbury and Florence. Sometimes 
inch man got only two ounces of beet or 
incon, a aickly sweet potntoe and 2% 
inucoB of corn bread, cob and oil, and no 
iiora; no pepper, no salt, no BSHOO, uo 
iroam, uo pepper-sauce, no ton, no butter, 
10 olooranrgerino— no nothing. During 
he war tho Federals captured, all told, 
422,000 Itobels and held them us prison- 
irs and treated them decently. Tho Mob- 
ile captured 1U(!,000 Union prisoners. 
Only one in every 8}^ of tho Hobel pris- 
oners died in our custody, and most of 
hrmn from wounds received in battle, 
hit hidtory also shows that one in every 
hrco of tho Federal prisoners died in 
lebol pens, mnd in Andorsouvillo it is n 
natter of record that tidied an hour. The 
lend wore himlcd awny in wagons and 
iiiriod iuj ditches without coflins—gouo 
uto tho ground with no mark above tho 
nonnd to tell who hnd been interred, 
More Union prisoners died in llobol periB 
mil now Jill uiimarked graves than there 
voro liobols who died in Fedornl prisons, 
md B,IX)0 more. Tho General also de- 
scribed a few of tho punishments visited 
ipon Union prisoners, and as they wore 
;old veterans in tho audience endorsed all 
;hat was said by nods ami words of ap- 
iroval. Tho General, in closing, spoko of 
;lie grand HU«*CBS of tho Grnnil Army of 
iho Uepublio iu restoring tho ling over 
ho nation, and iignin referred to tho ox- 
)riHonors as n grand feature ot tho late 
civil war. You taught tho south n good 
osson and they like you (or it, nnd my 
prediction is there will not be another 
war m this country for-couturies. Wo'll 
see uo more prisoners. Take care of your- 
selves, boys. Live as long us you oiin. 
You liuvo done well, and tho gonerona 
Amoricim people will do tho fair thing 
jy you all, Tho General closed by de- 
claring that if tho question wan submit- 
,od to the people every one ot them would 
voto n pension to every vetornu who 
served in tho late war, whether lip was 
sick a day or not, and us ho took his sent 
ihoro WIIB great cheering which wus slow
